We have received from a reliable source 
the particulars of an affair of recent occur- 
rence at Darien, in which that monkey-faced 
evil spirit, Tunis G. Campbell, and his ready

On the 9th of the 
present month, while the steamer Nick King 
was lying at her wharf at Darien, and her 
courteous and attentive Captain, standing on 
deck, superintending the discharge of freight, 
two negro boys rudely and carelessly run 
against him with a trunk. Captain Kin 
contented himself with giving one o 
them a push, with an aduionitien to be 
more careful in future. He did not know 
it at the time, that he pushed the sacred per- 
son of the son of the negro Ordinary of Me- 
Intosh county. But so it was, and as a con 
sequence, on the return of the boat on the 
13th, he was arrested under a warrant issued 
by the notorious Tunis G. Campbell, Sr., 
charging him with committing an assault 
upon the negro boy in question. This war- 
rant was executed not by the Sheriff or his 
Deputy—not by the legal Constable or the 
Marshal of the city of Darien—all of whom 
are colored men, and were present on the oc- 
casion, but by one Fortune Ross, a negro 
vagabond, who has made himself conspicu- 
ous es Campbell's fugleman in all manner of 
devilment, and especially as the captain of a 
band of armed negro Ku-Klux, who have 
been a standing menace to the peaceful popu- 
lation, white and black, of Melntosh county 
for years, 

A resident attorney acting for Captain 
King, first demanded of this fellow his au- 
thority to act as an officer, and upoa his posi- 
tively refusing to give it, advised Captain 
King to go on board of his boat unless pre- 
vented by force, as the man was not an offi- 
cer, and had no legal authority to exectte a 
warrant. The negro thereupon threatened 
to arrest the attorney as well as Captain King, 
and as it was evident that further resistance 
would be useless, there being a number of 
negroes present and only one or two whites. 
Upon the reiterated demand of the negro 
Ross, = King accompanied him before 
Campbell. Arrived there, he was bound over 
iad the sum of $300 to answer at the next 
term of the Superior Curt for his alleged 
offense Upon this transaction it is scarcely 
necessary to comment.
